The day off from caring was a big deal 
for everyone and the one thing that came 
across was the difficulty in getting respite 
care to give them a break. 

Mr and Mrs Rawlings look after their 
teenage grandson. They said they receive 
great support from CAMHS (Child and 
Adolescent Mental Health Service)in 
Yeovil and had been offered respite care 
themselves but couldn’t get anyone to be 
in the house with their grandson while 
they were gone. They said the conference 
was a great help, giving them an opportu¬ 
nity to share with other carers and swap 
tips and gain knowledge. They said the 
royal visit had given them a real boost. 

Mrs Trimble cares for her husband who 
was diagnosed with Asperger’s Syn¬ 
drome, five years after they were married. 
Family support had dropped by the way- 
side due to his difficult nature. She said: 
“Meeting other carers has been so impor¬ 
tant to me, they took me under their wing 
but something we all need is some kind 
of carers’ support that goes into the 
home.” 

After her tour, The Princess Royal was 
presented with flowers by the youngest 
carer there, 12-year -old Josh Baker, who 
looks after his father. The Venerable Dick 
Acworth then made a brief speech of 
thanks to her Royal Highness for her 
valuable time. He then gave everyone a 
laugh by wishing her well for the wedding 
taking place north of the border before the 
year’s end, for which he could not re¬ 
member the date. The princess pointed 
out, with much amusement, that it would 
be this Saturday.

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More improved play facilities for Crewkerne

FOLLOWING their huge success with the transforma¬ 
tion of the play area in Happy Valley, Crewkerne Town 
Council and South Somerset District Council have 
started discussions over a £25,000 play area improve¬ 
ment project at Henhayes Recreation Ground. 

Although it is early days as the area concerned is de¬ 
pendent on the building of the new George Reynolds 
Centre and demolition of the existing sports club, coun¬ 
cillors have expressed a desire to create a fresh, attrac¬ 
tive play area as part of the wider scheme of 
improvements at the recreation ground. Each council 
has set aside £ 12.5k for the scheme. 


As with the Happy Valley project there will be a 
lengthy consultation process during which families who 
will be using the area can have their say about the type 
of equipment to be installed. 

Other projects backed by the district council in Mer- 
riott, Chard and other areas, have created play areas 
which cater for toddlers through to teenagers with 
plenty of robust equipment such as zip wires and basket 
swings which encourage energetic play and healthy 
growth. 

Play and youth facilities officer for SSDC, Adrian 


Moore has stressed the importance of children being al¬ 
lowed to enjoy “risky play” as of old, with plenty of 
climbing and a sense of adventure so that they learn 
about taking the odd bump. 

Previous consultations with children and their parents 
have shown that children love to be challenged and to 
use their imagination, so the play areas make use of 
landscaping, such as earth mounds to create an am¬ 
phitheatre where they can perform for their friends, or 
slopes to run up and down. 

The aim is to create a quality, challenging play area, 
making use out of the land as well as new equipment.

Glovers beat City in pre-season friendly 


TRIALIST Diarra Tiemoko took advan¬ 
tage of a David James error to give 
Yeovil Town their second win of the 
pre-season build-up on Saturday. 

Tiemoko pounced after Bristol City's 
former England shotstopper couldn't 
hold on to a Paul Wotton shot, turning 
in an effort from close range for his 
third goal in two games for Yeovil. 

City were on top for large parts of 
the game forcing 14 corners and cre¬ 
ating more than a dozen chances, but 
Yeovil scored the all important solitary 
goal of the match. 

Glovers' boss Terry Skiverton 
brought in trial keeper Jed Steer from 
Norwich City for the game, and the 18- 
year-old looked at home between the 
sticks bringing off several good saves 
and impressing with his kicking. 

Max Ehmer played 84 minutes on his 
return to Huish Park, while there was 
also substitute appearances from ex- 
Reading winger Abdoulai Bell-Baggie 
and former Leeds defender Rui Mar¬ 
ques, making their first appearances in 
green and white. 

ON TUESDAY night, Yeovil drew 1-1 
with Championship outfit Card iff City. 
Max Ehmer scored the Glovers' only 
goal of the game with a header from 


a Gavin Williams freekick. 

Yeovil had the best of the second 
half and, after equalising, pushed hard 
for a winner. But the Cardiff defence 
hung on and must have been glad to 
leave Huish Park with the draw. 



AS mentioned, the Glovers have 
agreed to re-sign QPR midfielder Max 
Ehmer, pictured above, on a six-month 
youth loan. 

The 19-year-old spent the latter half 
of last season on loan at Huish Park 
and made 27 appearances. 

He played for Yeovil in Saturday's 


friendly with Bristol City and scored in 
Tuesday night's game against Cardiff. 

German-born Ehmer recently signed 
a contract extension at Loftus Road 
until the summer of 2013. 

YEOVIL have also signed Lowestoft 
defender Curtis Haynes-Brown on a 
two-year deal following a successful 
trial. 

The Suffolk side will be due a fee as 
the 22-year-old had a year remaining 
on his contract. 

The former Colchester youngster, 
who helped Lowestoft reach the 
Ryman Premier Division play-off final 
in May, had a trial with Crewe earlier in 
the summer. 

FINALLY, Yeovil made their eighth 
signing of the summer on Tuesday 
with striker Steve MacLean, pictured 
right, agreeing a one-year deal. 

The 28-year-old has been on trial at 
the club in recent weeks, scoring once 
in four appearances. 

MacLean has scored 78 senior goals 
in 266 games in a career spanning 
stints at Scunthorpe, Sheffield 
Wednesday, Cardiff and Plymouth. 

The Scot was released by Plymouth 
Argyle earlier this summer after end¬ 


ing last season on loan at Oxford. He 
had been in talks about joining the 
side on a permanent basis earlier this 
summer but a deal never materialised. 

MacLean joins Gavin Williams (his 
fourth stint with the club), Kieran 
Agard, Dominic Blizzard, Curtis 
Haynes-Brown, Max Ehmer, Anthony 
Edgar and Bondz N'Gala as new faces 
in the Yeovil squad.
